Venezuelan Oil 
Takes Big Jump 
For New Year 


CARACAS, Venezu ela (AP) — In a 
mov e ex p ected to raise fu el p rices in 
the United States still fu rther, 
Venezu ela has nearly dou bled its tax 
reference p rice on cru de oil to a world 
record of $14.08 a barrel. 
The reference p rice, which has been 
$7.74 p er barrel this month, is the 
amou nt Venezu ela u ses to comp u te the 
income tax es and roy alties foreign 
firms p ay for drilling its oil. 
The gov ernment annou nced the hike 
on Friday , say ing it wou ld go into 
effect the first of the y ear, l^ast 
Janu ary , the reference p rice was $3.11 
a barrel. 
Oil 
indu stry 
sp okesm en 
here 
p redicted that some of the Venezu elan 
p rice hike wou ld be p assed on to 
consu m ers, bu t they declined to 
sp ecu late how mu ch it wou ld affect the 
American pu blic. 
“ We ju st can’t swallow the increase. 
The consu mer has got to absorb a good 
deal of this,” said one oil comp any 
official. “The indu stry p rofits are 
down already , and we don’t hav e room 
to absorb more increases.” 
Venezu ela, where gasoline costs 
from 12 to 28 cents a gallon, is the 
second largest foreign su p p lier of oil to 
the United States. It p rov ides 16 p er 
cent of U.S. oil imp orts, abou t 1.7 
million barrels a day , most going to the 


East Coast. Canada su p p lies 23.9 p er 
cent of American imp orts. 
Venezu ela also ex p orts abou t 8 00,000 
barrels a day to Canada, 270,000 to the 
Eu rop ean Common Market cou ntries 
and smaller amou nts to the Caribbean 
and Sou th America. 
Venezu elan officials warned last 
week 
they 
wou ld 
increase 
the 
reference p rice, pointing to increases 
by other oil p rodu cers, chiefly those in 
the 
Persian 
Gu lf 
area, 
and 
to 
Venezu elan economic needs. 
Persian Gu lf p rodu cers last Su nday 
increased their p osted cru de oil price 
— similar to the tax reference p rice — 
to an av erage of $11.65 a barrel, the 
world’s highest u ntil the Venezu elan 
mov e. 
Based on the reference p rice, oil 
comp anies p ay abou t 60 p er cent in­ 
come tax to Venezu ela. The gov ern­ 
ment estimates the new p rices will 
bring $7.1 billion in oil rev enu es into 
the treasu ry nex t y ear, comp ared with 
$2.5 billion in 1973. 
The Venezu elan action followed by a 
day a warning by Canadian Energy 
M inister Donald M acdonald that 
Canada may increase the tax on its oil 
ex p orts from $1.90 to $6.5 0 a barrel by 
Febru ary . The Canadians already plan 
to increase the ex p ort tax to $2.20 at 
the first of the y ear.

End-of-the-month shortages and the 
u su al heav y holiday traffic is ex p ected 
to drain serv ice stations of gasoline, 
forcing many to close ov er the fou r- 
day New Year’s holiday . 


Spokesmen for gasoline dealers in 
Colu mbu s, Clev eland and Cincinnati 
estimated between one fou rth and 
nearly all serv ice stations in their 
areas wou ld close at least one day . 
“They are not closing becau se they 
want to,” said a sp okesman for 
Clev eland dealers. “ Bu t they won’t 
hav e gas.” 


Jam es V. Cresente of the Northern 
Ohio Petroleu m Retailers Association, 
Inc., ex p lained that serv ice stations 
receiv e their allocations from oil 
comp anies at the beginning of each 
month, so most won’t be resu p p lied 
u ntil Jan. 2. 


He estimated that between 25 to 30 
p er cent of the association’s 1,15 0 
members wou ld close Monday and 
Tu esday after ru nning ou t of fu el. 
“ Most of the dealers are in a bind,” 
agreed Mike Ku nnen, p resident of the 
Greater Cincinnati Gasoline Dealers 
Association. Ku nnen p redicted nearly 
all the city ’s stations wou ld close Jan. 1 
and said a “good many will be closed 


Su nday , Monday and Tu esday .” 
Most serv ice stations were ex p ected 
to continu e the p ractice of closing on 
Su nday to comply with President 
Nix on’s energy conserv ation req u est. 


In Colu mbu s, Grin Dewey , v ice 
p resident of the 300-member Central 
Ohio Gasoline Dealers Association, 
said “ I know of no su ch p lans for 
stations to close Satu rday night 
throu gh Tu esday , esp ecially as a p ro­ 
test measu re like in the East.” 
“ Those stations with su p p lies 
will 
remain 
open 
most 
of 
the 
weekend,” he said. “They want to u se 
all their p rodu cts to ensu re fu tu re 
allocations.” 
He added, “ I hav e stations who are 
ou t of allocations— more than I 
thou ght." 
Dewey said the serv ice stations with 
higher-p riced fu els wou ld p robably be 
able to p u mp fu rther into the weekend. 
As gas p rices rose early this month, he 
noted, motorists tu rned to cheap er 
stations and ex hau sted their su pplies. 
Bu t, said Dewey , “ Not many 
stations will be open on New Year’s 
Day .”

annou nced, meanwhile, station’s along 
the toll road wou ld be open Monday 
and Tu esday for normal serv ice. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two p rin­ 
cipal figu res in the Watergate break- 
in, E. Howard Hu nt and Bernard L. 
Barker, will be released from prison 
nex t week to await the ou tcome of their 
ap p eals. 
The U.S. Cou rt of Appeals ordered 
their release Friday and said it was 
withholding a decision in the case of 
three other Watergate consp irators 
p ending the ou tcome of a p arole 
hearing Jan. 7. 
“ I’v e been waiting a y ear and the 
nex t few day s will seem so v ery long," 
Barker’s wife, Clara, said at her home 
in Miami, Fla. “ I ju st wish he were ou t 
right this minu te. I wish it were right 
now.” 
The 4-day New Year’s weekend is 
resp onsible for the delay in carry ing 
ou t the cou rt’s order. Hu nt mu st be 
brou ght to W ashington from the 
federal prison in Allenwood, Pa., and 
Barker from the p rison camp at Eglin 
AFB near Pensacola, Fla. 
Federal employ es — inclu ding cou rt 
p ersonnel and U.S. marshals —■ were 
granted an ex tra holiday Monday by 
President Nix on. 
Hu nt’s dau ghter, Kev in, who is 
v acationing in Florida said “ I was 
absolu tely thrilled to hear the news. 1 
am so p leased, I certainly hope my 
father will be v indicated in the fu tu re. 
“I’m so happy , I can’t wait to see 
him. I knew that this req u est was 
taking p lace bu t I had no knowledge it 
cou ld possibly go throu gh.” 
In another action, the ap p eals cou rt 
ordered U.S. District Ju dge John J. 
Sirica to rehear a case in which he 
refu sed to back the Senate Watergate 
committee’s su bp oena for fiv e White 
Hou se tap es and other docu ments. 
Sirica said he lacked ju risdiction and 
the Congress resp onded by v oting him 
that au thority . The measu re went into 
law withou t President Nix on’s sig­ 
natu re. The ap p eals cou rt remanded 
the case to the district ju dge in light of 
the new law. 
The fiv e men hav e ap p ealed on 
grou nds that Sirica erred in deny ing 
their ap p lications to withdraw p leas of 
gu ilty to charges of consp iracy , 
bu rglary and wiretap p ing. 
“ I thou ght Hu nt was a v ictim of a 
miscarriage of ju stice,” said his at­ 
torney , C. Dickerman Williams of New 
York. “The fact that the cou rt released 
him withou t bail shows the cou rt at 
least regarded the su bstance of ou r 
argu ments as seriou s.” 
Daniel Schu ltz, attorney for Barker 
and the other three men I Frank A. 
Stu rgis, Virgilio R. Gonzalez and 
Eu genio Martinez — said it was “the 
first good news we’v e had in a long 
time. It will hopefu lly be followed by 
eq u ally good news on Jan. 7 for the 
others.” 
Schu ltz also said “we wou ld like to 
read between the lines that the 
decision in releasing the men pending 
ap p eal indicates at least they may con­ 
sider the issu es we are raising on

ap p eal seriou s and not friv olou s as 
Ju dge Sirica seemed to think.” 
Sirica had sentenced the fiv e men, 
along with James W. McCord Jr., on 
Nov . 9. 
Hu nt, a 5 4-y ear-old former CIA 
agent, receiv ed a minimu m 2^ y ears 
and a $10,000 fine. Barker, recru ited by 
Hu nt for the Democratic p arty head­ 
q u arters break-in, was sentenced to a 
minimu m 18 months. 
Hu nt changed his plea from innocent 
to gu ilty last Jan. 11 — three day s after 
the start of their trial. The fou r Miami 
men did the same fou r day s later. 
At the time, Sirica interrogated the 
men closely abou t whether their pleas 
had been indu ced by any one. He 
receiv ed negativ e rep lies. Sirica 
imposed prov isional max imu m sen­ 
tences of 40 y ears or more, ordered a 
stu dy of the men while they were in 
p rison, and Implied coop eration with 
the Senate committee and grand ju ry 
wou ld resu lt in lighter sentences. 
In mid-Sep tember, as their final 


sentencing day ap p roach, the fiv e filed 
motions to withdraw their pleas. Hu nt 
also asked dismissal of all charges, the 
fou r others asked a new trial, with a 
ju ry . 
Sirica denied the motions and im­ 
posed sentences. 
In his ap p eal. Hu nt claimed the 
gov ernment had instigated the crime, 
that he only did what he was told and 
therefore was not liable for criminal 
p rosecu tion. His attorney said that 
ev idence brou ght ou t in the Senate 
hearings and elsewhere du ring the 
su mmer showed Hu nt had been only an 
instru m ent of high gov ernm ental 
officials. 
A similar claim was made for the 
Miami men . that they lacked criminal 
intent. 
McCord and G. Gordon Liddy , tried 
and conv icted by a ju ry , hav e also 
ap p ealed on different grou nds. Liddy , 
the ringleader, was sentenced to 6-20 
y ears and receiv ed an additional 
contemp t term. 


McCord, also a longtime former CIA 
agent, broke the case open by first 
disclosing p ressu re on the defendants 
to p lead gu ilty and alleging p erju ry 
du ring the trial. He testified ex ­ 
tensiv ely before the Senate Watergate 
committee and the grand ju ry —as did 
Hu nt and Barker and receiv ed a 
sentence of 1-5 y ears. 
McCord has been free pending his 
ap p eal. Liddy is in prison. 


McCord and the fou r men from 
Miami were arrested inside the 
Democratic p arty q u arters in the 
Watergate office bu ilding on Ju ne 17, 
1972. Liddy and Hu nt su rrendered 
later. 


Liddy had been cou nsel for the 
Committee for the Re-election of the 
President and its finance arm. McCord 
was the committee’s secu rity chief. 
Hu nt had been a consu ltant to the 
White Hou se and still had some 
electronic eq u ip ment and files in a safe 
there.

Are Stiffened 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Stiffer 
safety ru les for v irtu ally all of the 
nation’s nu clear power p lants were 
annou nced Friday by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. They ’ll be im­ 
p lemented in abou t sev en months. 
Two AEC officials acknowledged 
that comp liance with the new ru les 
might force some p lants to redu ce 
their power ou tpu t nex t su mmer, ju st 
at the time air-conditioners wou ld be 
p u tting a heav y demand on electricity . 
Bu t the official stressed that it wou ld 
take abou t six months of stu dy in the 
meantime by the u tilities inv olv ed 
before it can be determined whether 
power cu tbacks will be necessary for 
any of the p lants and whether the ru les 
will hav e other major economic im­ 
p act on the nu clear power indu stry . 
While the new ru les p rov ide for 
req u ests for ex emp tion 
on a tem­ 
p orary basis — u tilities making su ch 
req u ests mu st satisfy the AEC that 
su ch ex emp tion is warranted, in the 
pu blic interest, and that the pu blic 
health will not be endangered. 
The new ru les were laid down, of­ 
ficials conceded, p artly in resp onse to 
criticism ov er the p ast two y ears by 
env ironmentalist grou ps and some sci­ 
entists concerning the reliability of 
AEC-ap p rov ed “ em ergency core­ 
cooling sy stems” , or “ ECCS” for 
short. 
The sy stems are backu p safety 
sy stems designed to su pply emergency 
cooling 
either by sp ray ing or 
flooding with water, or both 
to the 
power reactor’s fu el core if the 
p rimary cooling sy stem shou ld ru p­ 
tu re or break 
Su ch sy stems are u sed in all bu t two 
of the cou ntry ’s 40 ex isting nu clear 
power reactors. 
Critics contend that if the p rimary 
cooling sy stem ru p tu red and the 
backu p sy stem failed to work, the 
highly radioactiv e fu el core wou ld 
melt, bu rn throu gh its container and 
shields and allow radioactiv e gases 
and materials to eru p t into the at­ 
mosp here. 
They contend there wou ld be 
resu ltant catastrop hic loss of life, 
thou sands of radiation inju ries and a 
high rate of hidden genetic and 
p otentially -cancerou s defects. 


Rollbacks In School Taxes Bring Class Action Lawsuit 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - School 
districts in 13 cou nties face an annu al 
loss of nearly $8 .8 million if p rop erty 
tax rollbacks are p ermitted to stand, 
an official of the Ohio Edu cation 
Association said Friday . 
The OEA, Bu ckey e Association of 
School Administrators and Ohio School 
Boards Association hav e filed a class 
action su it in the Ohio Su p reme Cou rt 
to stop the rollbacks affecting 102 
school districts. 
Richard Hindman, OEA director of 
research and dev elop ment, said at a 
news conference the redu ctions in 
tax es ranged between one and 2.2 mills 
in the districts. 
“We’re talking abou t a significant 


amou nt of money to school districts,” 
he added. 
The cou nties inv olv ed are Ashland, 
Athens, Ashtabu la, Bu tler, Clermont, 
Fu lton, Greene, Knox , Madison, Mont­ 
gomery , Noble, Su mmit and Way ne. 


Dav id Martin, ex ecu tiv e director of 
the Ohio School Boards Association 
said, “We hope for q u ick action by the 
cou rt. If we don’t get a fav orable 
ru ling, 
then 
we’ll 
go 
to 
the 
legislatu re.” 


John Hau ck, ex ecu tiv e director of 
the Bu ckey e Association of School 
Administrators, said the three grou ps 
“seek clarification from the Ohio 
Su p reme Cou rt and hopefu lly p rohibit 


fu rther imp rop er rollbacks in school 
tax es.” 
“We are asking that the high cou rt 
set aside the action already taken by 
bu dget commissions in most of these 13 
cou nties,” he said. 
The p roblem dev eloped as au ditors 
in the 13 cou nties took step s to meet the 
req u irem ents 
on 
u niform 
tax 
assessment at 35 p er cent of the 
p rop erty v alu e. 
The au ditors hav e recommended tax 
rollbacks while increasing p rop erty 
v alu es. 
Hau ck said the cou nties were 
allowed to rollback tax es in the first 
y ear of reap p raisal bu t not the second 
y ear, as many hav e done.

M. Nix on p u rp orted to giv e to it and to 
which he p u rp orted to restrict access,” 
the comp laint said. 
The su it said that ev en if Nix on did 
own the p ap ers there still was no v alid 
gift since he did not sign the deed and it 
was not signed by an official of the 
General Serv ices Administration to 
certify accep tance of the gift. 
Withou t a GSA official’s signatu re on 
the deed, the su it said, the deed and the 
restrictions it contains are not binding. 
The com p laint said the statu te 


allowing the GSA to accep t su ch gifts 
with restrictions req u ires formal GSA 
accep tance before the deal becomes 
legitimate. 


The su it also contends that “the 
restrictions contained in the chattel 
deed are so ex tensiv e that they 
p reclu de the transaction from Indng 
more than a transfer of cu stody .” 


The comp laint was filed in the name

Waddy grants standing to the Nader 
grou p to bring the su it u nder the 
Freedom of Information Act, it cou ld 
p rov e imp ortant in the controv ersy 
ov er the Nix on income tax dedu ctions 
by bringing a key issu e into cou rt.

GM said on Friday it will eliminate a 
second shift on Jan. 21 at fiv e of 25 
assembly plants and at two others a 
week later and will adju st assembly 
op erations elsewhere. 
The temp orary lay offs, beginning 
Jan. 7, inv olv e these sev en p lants and 
three others. 
The indefinite lay offs will idle nine 
per cent of the au to giant’s 420,000 
hou rly produ ction workers in the 
United States. 
Richard C. Gerstenberg, chairman 
of the corp oration, said the lay offs are 
necessary becau se p lants hav e been 
working nearly at cap acity bu t sales of 
new cars hav e declined dramatically . 
He rep eated bis estimate that 1974 
new-car sales will 1m? down 12 p er cent 
from 1973 record lev els and said lay 
offs wou ld bring produ ction into line 
with the sales ou tlook. 
“The retail sales of p assenger cars 
hav e been adv ersely affected by the 
Arab oil embargo and u ncertainty 
regarding the continu ed av ailability of 
fu el,” Gerstenberg said. 
GM spokesmen said its smallcar 
produ ction wou ld be increased and 
tru ck produ ction is ex p ected to remain 
steady . 
The Big Three au tomakers 
in­ 
clu ding Ford Motor Co. and Chry sler 
Corp. 
started chipping away at hu ge 
inv entories in Nov ember. GM laid off 
abou t 137,000 workers before the holi­

Ford sou rces said “ju st a handfu l” 
of workers had been laid off in­ 
definitely thu s far. At Chry sler, the 
nu mber ru ns to abou t 4,000.

Carr and Edward G. Gibson today 
schedu led the second sp ace walk in 
fiv e day s to p hotograph the comet. 
They were to leav e their orbiting lab 
for a 4‘/¿-hou r ex cu rsion. William R. 
Pogu e is to stay inside to control the 
sp ace station. 
Kohou tek, an astronomer with the 
Hambu rg Observ atory in Germany , 
discov ered the comet accidentally last 
March. It was bey ond the orbit of Ju p i­ 
ter at the time, headed for a loop 
arou nd tin* su n. 
He v isited mission control Friday for 
an 
11-minu te discu ssion 
with the 
astronau ts. 
“ It’s v ery p robably a new comet, one 
which has nev er been arou nd the su n 
before,” Kohou tek told them. “ If it is a 
new comet, it cou ld giv e u s some in­ 
formation not only abou t comets bu t 
also abou t the origin of the solar 
sy stem.” 
You r 
observ ations 
are 
v ery 
v alu able,” Kohou tek said, noting they 
are the “first hu man beings to stu dy a 
comet from ou ter sp ace.” 
Gibson, a solar p hy sicist, told 
Kohou tek his early discov ery of the 
comet prov ided “time to mu ster the 
troop s” for an u nprecedented stu dy . 
The lau nch of Sky lab 3 was delay ed to 
giv e the astronau ts max imu m obser­ 
v ation of the comet.

“ Most of the dealers are in a bind,” 
agreed Mike Kunnen, president of the 
Greater Cincinnati Gasoline Dealers 
Association.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - School 
districts in 13 counties face an annual 
loss of nearly $8.8 million if property 
tax rollbacks are permitted to stand, 
an official of the Ohio Education 
Association said Friday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two prin­ 
cipal figures in the Watergate break- 
in, E. Howard Hunt and Bernard L. 
Barker, will be released from prison 
next week to await the outcome of their 
appeals. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals ordered 
their release Friday and said it was 
withholding a decision in the case of 
three other Watergate conspirators 
pending the outcome of a parole 
hearing Jan. 7. 
“I’ve been waiting a year and the 
next few days will seem so very long,” 
Barker’s wife, Clara, said at her home 
in Miami, Fla. “ I just wish he were out 
right this minute. I wish it were right 
now.” 
The 4-day New Year’s weekend is 
responsible for the delay in carrying 
out the court's order. Hunt must be 
brought to Washington from the 
federal prison in Allenwood, Pa., and 
Barker from the prison camp at Eglin 
AFB near Pensacola, Fla. 
Federal employes — including court 
personnel and U.S. marshals — were 
granted an extra holiday Monday by 
President Nixon. 
Hunt’s daughter, Kevin, who is 
vacationing in Florida said “ I was 
absolutely thrilled to hear the news. I 
am so pleased, I certainly hope my 
father will be vindicated in the future. 
“I’m so happy, I can’t wait to see 
him. I knew that this request was 
taking place but I had no knowledge it 
could possibly go through.” 
In another action, the appeals court 
ordered U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica to rehear a case in which he 
refused to back the Senate Watergate 
committee’s subpoena for five White 
House tapes and other documents. 
Sirica said he lacked jurisdiction and 
the Congress responded by voting him 
that authority. The measure went into 
lav/ without President Nixon’s sig­ 
nature. The appeals court remanded 
the case to the district judge in light of 
the new law. 
The five men have appealed on 
grounds that Sirica erred rn denying 
their applications to withdraw pleas of 
guilty to charges of conspiracy, 
burglary and wiretapping. 
“I thought Hunt was a victim of a 
miscarriage of justice,” said his at­ 
torney, C. Dickerman Williams of New 
York. “The fact that the court released 
him without bail shows the court at 
least regarded the substance of our 
arguments as serious.” 
Daniel Schultz, attorney for Barker 
and the other three men I Frank A. 
Sturgis, Virgilio R. Gonzalez and 
Eugenio Martinez — said it was “the 
first good news we’ve had in a long 
time. It will hopefully be followed by 
equally good news on Jan. 7 for the 
others.”

Kohoutek, an astronomer with the 
Hamburg Observatory in Germany, 
discovered the comet accidentally last 
March. It was beyond the orbit of Jupi­ 
ter at the time, headed for a loop 
around the sun. 
Ile visited mission control Friday for

11-minute discussion with the 
astronauts. 
“ It’s very probably a new comet, one 
which has never been around the sun 
before,” Kohoutek told them. “ If it is a 
new comet, it could give us some in­ 
formation not only about comets but 
also about the origin of the solar 
system.”

Suite Seeks Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Freedom 
of Information suit filed Friday seeks 
to force the government to make 
public the vice presidential papers for 
which President Nixon has claimed 
$482,(HK) in tax deductions. 
The suit by Ralph Nader’s Tax 
Reform Research Group claims that 
restrictions which keep the documents 
closed to the public are invalid and 
asks U.S. district court to order them 
released.

Safety Rules 
Are Stiffened 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Stiffer 
safety rules for virtually all of the 
nation’s nuclear power plants were 
announced Friday by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. They’ll Im* im­ 
plemented in about seven months. 
Two AEC officials acknowledged 
that compliance with the new rules 
might force some plants to reduce 
their power output next summer, just 
at the time air-conditioners would be 
putting a heavy demand on electricity. 
But the official stressed that it would 
take about six months of study in the 
meantime by the utilities involved 
before it can lie determined whether 
power cutbacks will be necessary for 
any of the plants and whether the rules 
will have other major economic im­ 
pact on the nuclear power industry. 
While the new rules provide for 
requests for exemption — on a tem­ 
porary basis — utilities making such 
requests must satisfy the AEC that 
such exemption is warranted, in the 
public interest, and that the public 
health will not be endangered. 
The new rules were laid down, of­ 
ficials conceded, partly in response to 
criticism over the past two years by 
environmentalist groups and some sci­ 
entists concerning the reliability of 
AEC-approved “ em ergency core­ 
cooling systems” , or “ECUS” for 
short. 
The systems are backup safety 
systems designed to supply emergency 
cooling — either by spraying or 
flooding with water, or both 
to the 
power reactor’s fuel core if the 
primary cooling system should rup­ 
ture or break 
Such systems are used in all but two 
of the country’s 40 existing nucleal 
power reactors. 
Critics contend that if the primary 
cooling system ruptured and 
tin* 
backup system failed to work, the 
highly radioactive fuel core would 
melt, burn through its container and 
shields and allow radioactive gases 
and materials to erupt into the at­ 
mosphere. 
They contend there would be 
resultant catastrophic loss of life, 
thousands of radiation injuries and a 
high rate of hidden genetic and 
potentially-cancerous defects. 


“This is contrary to the intent of the; 
Ohio General Assembly and past 
provisions of the law arid has the 
potential of causing financial chaos in 
school districts that are unable to keep 
up with the inflationary costs,” Hauck 
said. 
The school districts expected tax

the three spokesmen explained. 
“We are not asking for an increase in 
tax millage,” Hauck said. “All we are 
asking is that local school districts be 
permitted to operate with the same 
m illage as voters originally ap­ 
proved.”

Farmers Again Caught In Crunch

The construction of an experimental 
mechanized sheep barn just completed 
at the Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center may be the dawn 
o f a new era in lamb production. The 
sturcture features labor saving 
automatic manure handling and water 
medicating equipment, as well as a 
more efficient feeding system. 


According to Charles F. Parker, 
OARDC Animal Scientist, automation 
and mechanization are not new words 
in the beef and hog industries, but this 
is hardly so in the sheep industry. In 
fact, this barn may be the only one of 
its kind in the country, 


“ The sheep industry has become a 
victim of its own conservatism," he 
says. “ This has resulted in a lack of 
investment by agriculture-related 
industries to develop sheep production 
systems. We need to discover methods 
to increase the efficiency of lamb 
production and this new sheep barn 
may provide some of the answers." 
The barn is 148 feet by 48.5 feet with 
3480 squ. ft. of floor space divided into 
six pens which will hold 160 to 200 
finishing lambs or approximately 50 to 
60 ewes each. 
The floor, made of expanded metal, 
allows the manure to drop into a two- 
foot pit where scrapers will take it to 
an outside storage shed. Parker says 
the manure will be stored for hor-

ticultural use and possible recycling 
through 
the 
sheep during 
less 
productive periods of the ewe flock 
production cycle. 
No feeders are located inside the 
pens. Bunk line feeders are on both 
sides of the center alley. One bunk line 
feeder also extends the length of the 
building on the open shed side. This 
feeder is adaptable to feeding corn and 
grass legume silage from wagons on 
the outside. 
Parker adds that ewes can be fed 
from the outside feeder on an interval 
basis two or three times per week, 
leveling out the daily required time for 
feeding by having three or four pens on 
this schedule. 
How the sheep will respond to the 
complete confinement of this barn is 
the basis of an important experiment. 
Some ewes will be kept in the bam at 
all times, some will be allowed to 
forage occasionally, and others will be 
in pasture all the time. Results should 
show which operation is best for 
producing lambs under varying en­ 
vironmental circumstances. 
A central automatic watering 
system will bring fresh water to each 
pen. This system will allow resear­ 
chers to add special medication to the 
water when needed at a uniform rate. 
Breeds which will be evaluated in 
the mechanized barn research in­ 
clude: Dorset, Suffolk, Targhee, 
Rambouillet, Border I^eicester, and 
Fin Sheep (sheep which have litters of 
three to four).

Protect Fruit Trees 
If you have young fruit trees in your 
landscape, better protect them with 
aluminum foil mesh or hardware 
cloth. Rabbits will girdle the trunk of 
young fruit trees, particularly apple. 
If you use hardware cloth, fasten a 
piece large enough to permit the tree 
to grow four or five years before it 
becomes too tight around the trunk. 
Push the bottom edge of the cylinder­ 
shaped hardware cloth into the soil two 
or three inches and allow the upper 
edge to extend a couple of feet above 
the ground. 
Aluminum foil mesh is good, too.

from the building. Any more ven­ 
tilation than this will waste energy. 
There are solid state controls on the 
market now which will control fan 
speed and heater output according to 
the temperature of the building. These 
types of controls can make a heating 
and ventilating system more efficient. 
In addition to the setting on the ther­ 
mostats, the placement of thermostats 
is also important. They should be kept 
away from heat sources, cold walls, 
and drafts. 
There are some rule-of-thumb ways 
to correct ventilation problems, 
Walker points out. A warm, wet house 
with a high odor level indicates that 
the ventilation rate is too low. This 
should be corrected by lowering the 
thermostat or increasing the setting on 
the timer. 
A dry house indicates that the 
ventilation rate is too high and should 
lie reduced. This condition usually 
indicates that heat is being wasted. 
A cool, wet house indicates that the 
ventilation rate is too high and that 
more supplemental heat or more in­ 
sulation is required. 
If the building is at the correct 
temperature and is not too dry or wet, 
the ventilation system is working 
correctly.

The construction of an experimental 
mechanized sheep bam just completed 
at the Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center may be the dawn 
of a new era in lamb production. The 
sturcture features labor saving 
automatic manure handling and water 
medicating equipment, as well as a 
more efficient feeding system. 


According to Charles F. Parker, 
OARDC Animal Scientist, automation 
and mechanization are not new words 
in the beef and hog industries, but this 
is hardly so in the sheep industry. In 
fact, this bam may be the only one of 
its kind in the country. 


“ The sheep industry has become a 
victim of its own conservatism,” he 
says. “ This has resulted in a lack of 
investment by agriculture-related 
industries to develop sheep production 
systems. We need to discover methods 
to increase the efficiency of lamb 
production and this new sheep bam 
may provide some of the answers.” 
The bam is 148 feet by 48.5 feet with 
3480 squ. ft. of floor space divided into 
six pens which will hold 160 to 200 
finishing lambs or approximately 50 to 
60 ewes each. 
The floor, made of expanded metal, 
allows the manure to drop into a two- 
foot pit where scrapers will take it to 
an outside storage shed. Parker says 
the manure will be stored for hor-

production cycle. 
No feeders are located inside the 
pens. Bunk line feeders are on both 
sides of the center alley.

This 
feeder is adaptable to feeding com and 
grass legume silage from wagons on 
the outside. 
Parker adds that ewes can be fed 
from the outside feeder on an interval 
basis two or three times per week, 
leveling out the daily required time for 
feeding by having three or four pens on 
this schedule.

Protect Fruit Trees

The solution to the problem of nerve 
deafness now seems to be leaving the 
realm of mystery and frustration and 
entering the world of practical reality. 


The cochlea, or “ snail,” is a shell in 
the inner ear which houses the delicate 
nerve endings that transmit sound to 
the brain. When this cochlea is injured 
by infection or when it is inadequate 
because of a birth defect, nerve 
deafness results. 


Dr. William F. House and his co­ 
workers at the Ix)s Angeles Foundation 
of Otology have developed an elec­ 
tronic cochlea which can, in selected 
cases, be implanted deep within the 
inner ear of deaf patients. 
The artificial cochlea, functioning 
with complex electronic devices and 
computers, may yet return ser­ 
viceable and discriminating hearing to 
patients with sensory-neural (or 
nerve) deafness. 
Vast horizons are being opened by 
these prelim inary scientific ex­ 
periments. 


Medical wonders come forth from 
the strangest places, under the 
strangest circumstances. 
For centuries it has been known that 
in Polynesia meat was tenderized by 
wrapping it in leaves of the papaya 
plant. Modem science explains that 
the tenderizing effect is caused by the 
enzyme, chymopapain, one of the 
basic ingredients of papaya. 
It occurred to a group of scientists 
that this papaya plant tenderizer 
might be used to soften the cartilage of 
a slipped disk in the back, one of the 
most common causes for persistent 
back pain. 
This far-fetched idea was tried and it 
seemed to work in a large series of 
carefully selected patients. 
Dr. 
Harold L. 
Arnold, Jr., of 
Honolulu, injects the enzyme directly 
into the slipped disk. More than 7,000 
patients have been treated in this way 
by about 50 orthopedic surgeons in the 
United States. The process, called 
chemo-nucleo-lysis, is being carefully 
evaluated.

The solution to the problem of nerve 
deafness now seems to be leaving the 
realm of mystery and frustration and 
entering the world of practical reality. 


The cochlea, or “ snail,” is a shell in 
the inner ear which houses the delicate 
nerve endings that transmit sound to 
the brain. When this cochlea is injured 
by infection or when it is inadequate 
because of a birth defect, nerve 
deafness results. 


Dr. William F. House and his co- 
workers at the Ix)s Angeles Foundation 
of Otology have developed an elec­ 
tronic cochlea which can, in selected 
cases, be implanted deep within the 
inner ear of deaf patients. 
The artificial cochlea, functioning 
with complex electronic devices and 
computers, may yet return ser­ 
viceable and discriminating hearing to 
patients with sensory-neural (or 
nerve) deafness. 
Vast horizons are being opened by 
these prelim inary scientific ex­ 
periments. 


Medical wonders come forth from 
the strangest places, under the 
strangest circumstances. 
For centuries it has been known that 
in Polynesia meat was tenderized by 
wrapping it in leaves of the papaya 
plant. Modem science explains that 
the tenderizing effect is caused by the 
enzyme, chymopapain, one of the 
basic ingredients of papaya. 
It occurred to a group of scientists 
that this papaya plant tenderizer 
might be used to soften the cartilage of 
a slipped disk in the back, one of the 
most common causes for persistent 
back pain. 
This far-fetched idea was tried and it 
seemed to work in a large series of 
carefully selected patients. 
Dr. 
Harold L. 
Arnold, Jr., of 
Honolulu, injects the enzyme directly 
into the slipped disk. More than 7,000 
patients have been treated in this way 
by about 50 orthopedic surgeons in the 
United States. The process, called 
chemo-nucleo-lysis, is being carefully 
evaluated.

We have bought bigger and faster 
gasoline guzzlers as Madison Avenue 
painted television pictures for us to 
warm summer nights with beautiful 
men and women snuggled in their 
vinyl-upholstered, air-conditioned, 
power-braked cars. 
Harried housewives have watched 
as carefully coiffed actresses, playing 
their counterparts in television com­ 
mercials, supposedly doubled leisure 
time with bigger washers and driers, 
garbage disposals, electric mixers, 
knives and can openers, and made 
their lives easier with petroleum- 
derived plastic bags, detergents and 
waxes. 
Indeed, for years, it was the Detroit 
auto makers who steadfastly refused 
to give Americans small domestic cars 
until they realized their customers 
were buying imported cars. 
In Washington, until very recently, 
our political leaders were reluctant to 
allot to mass transit a share of the 
billions of dollars in highway funds 
realized through gasoline excise taxes. 
Railroads were one direct victim of 
our mania for autos. But government 
disinterest abetted the decline of rails. 
Mail service, for instance, was in­ 
creasingly diverted to the airlines. 
Railroad executives, instead of 
fighting for the passenger market, 
gave in to the airlines, buses and cars. 
Railroad service and scheduling 
faltered, and in many cases was 
dropped. 
Now we question whether this should 
have happened. New high-speed 
Amtrak service between Washington 
and New York was booked to capacity 
even before the energy crisis. The 
rails, it seems, still have allure. 
little was revealed about the coming 
energy crisis that we are now told was 
forseen by many experts. 
The oil companies told us about 
friendly service and high 
octane 
gasoline that not only drove our auto 
monsters but helped keep their engines 
clean. 
Corporate executives, and indeed 


the president of the United States, 
lived in a manner which epitomized 
the American dream — high-speed 
jets, helicopters, limousines, and 
homes at the far reaches of the 
American continent. 


How many commuters stuck in 
traffic jams on federally subsidized 
highways leading to Los Angeles, the 
epitome of a world the auto created, 
have dreamed of a smog-free alter­ 
native, such as high speed, modem 
commuter lines? 


And now, after trying to live the 
American dream, what are Stephen 
and Vilma Roumell of New Buffalo, 
Mich., who must commute about 50 
miles a day in a rural area devoid of 
public transport, supposed to do with 
their gas guzzlers when the govern­ 
ment calls on them not to buy more 
than IO gallons of gas a week? 


Are they really the culprits? Or, like 
the rest of us, are they merely the 
victims?

cash 
fraudulent checks, make credit pur­ 
chases on other persons’ accounts and 
buy liquor with false identification 
cards. 
Vierow agreed. “The photo licenses 
should put a serious crimp in the plans 
of credit card thieves, bad-check ar­ 
tists and habitual traffic violators who 
have 
been 
successfully 
practicing 
their illegal activities by using forged 
or stolen drivers’ licenses,” he said. 
The first licenses, except for 
renewals, and duplicates 
will 
be 
available about July I, the deputy 
director said. 
The Polaroid equipment is fast and 
will allow while-you-wait service, 
Vierow said. And he said the system 
makes no negatives so there will be no 
photo file of Ohio drivers. 
The 205 sellers of photo licenses are 
the deputy registrars who have sold 
the most licenses and license plates in 
the past, Vierow explained. He said the 
rest of the 500 registrars will continue 
to sell license plates. 
Licenses now in possession of 
drivers will bt* good until they expire, 
Vierow said. But anyone who wants a 
new photo license can turn in his old 
one and get the new one for $1. 
But Vierow said duplicates probably 
will not be issued until the field 
agencies can be linked to the state’s 
central drivers’ license record bank 
through a computer. He said that 
might be months away.

American leaders show signs of 
m isgiving about the U.S.-Soviet 
detente in the light of recent waves of 
crisis, but they’re not alone. The 
Kremlin leaders seem jumpy too, as if 
debate over that policy had sharpened 
considerably of late. 
One source of Moscow jitters may be 
a fear that the October Middle East 
war and its consequences endangered 
I^eonid I. Brezhnev’s smiles campaign. 
If detente blew up, the Soviet Com­ 
m unist 
party 
chief 
would 
be 
vulnerable to criticism from a faction 
that evidently has had major reser­ 
vations about the new posture all 
along. 
As is often the case, the present 
argument seems to pit conservative 
Stalinist hardliners against the more 
venturesome new breed in the party 
leadership. The Middle East events 


served as a sort of catalyst, making 
the lineup of the two sides in the debate 
emerge more distinctly. 


Because of all that has happened 
since October — the war, the heavy 
strains on NATO, the near-panic over 
energy in Europe and Japan, the big 
oil flap in the United States — Moscow 
is on notice from Washington: Put up 
or shut up on detente. That is, show by 
your actions that the policy means 
what it says about the “mutual bene­ 
fits" of peaceful coexistence. 


If Moscow won’t or cannot do that, 
the detente has a chance of blowing up. 
If that happens, some in high Kremlin 
spots might be quick to accuse the 
Brezhnev group of risking too much for 
too little. 
The existence of two distinct 
Kremlin factions, at least with regard 
to foreign policy, has been a m atter of 
speculation in the West ever since

Brezhnev floated his detente, by which 
he hoped to reap fat economic benefits 
for the U.S.S.R. 
As of the moment in the Communist 
party’s 16-member ruling Politburo, 
Brezhnev still seems to have the upper 
hand with his supporters including 
such men as A. P. Kirilenko, K. T. 
Mazurov, 
Alexander Shelepin 
and 
perhaps President Nikolai Podgorny. 
The doubters, who seem unhappy 
with some aspects of the policy, ap­ 
pear to be headed by Mikhail Suslov, 
the 70-year-old Stalinist theoretician. 
Kirilenko and Mazurov apparently 
had much to do with constructing the 
recent Soviet Middle East policy, 
suggesting that Brezhnev hoped to 
insure the prospective benefits of the 
detente while also reasserting Soviet 
influence in Egypt and Syria. The 
Russians poured armament into those 
two countries without which their new 
battle venture would have been im­ 
possible. 
Shelepin, whose political difficulties 
had been keeping him in the shadow, 
emerged in a recent speech a convert 
to Brezhnev’s thinking, his remarks a 
faithful echo. 
On the other hand, Suslov, another 
recent speech-maker, was far short of 
unreserved endorsement. He seemed 
to take pains to remind Brezhnev’s 
group that the party chief himself in 
the past had warned that peaceful 
coexistence didn’t imply to an end to 
the ideological war.

Suslov judged detente all right to a 
point but warned it must “not mean 
cessation of the international class 
struggle.” He insisted that “the nature 
of capitalism has not changed 
and 
that certain “ reactionary forces’’ 
hoped to force the U.S.S.R. into absurd 
concessions for the sake of the detente. 
But more important was what he left 
out. In quoting Brezhnev, he failed to 
give the real meat of the passage, 
wherein the party leader had claimed 
that thanks to the detente policy, it was 
possible to extinguish the flames of 
war in the Middle East. 
Brezhnev’s policies in that respect 
had, indeed, led to a near-showdown 
with the Americans, and then to 
domination of center stage by the U.S. 
secretary of state, Henry A. Kissinger. 
When the smoke clears, it may be 
that Soviet thrusts in the area not only 
cost more than they were worth, but 
resulted in so aggravating and 
frightening the West as to endanger 
the whole facade of the “peaceful 
coexistence” policy in which Brezhnev 
invested his reputation for Bolshevik 
astuteness. 
In such a case, it wouldn’t be sur­ 
prising if the 66-year-old Soviet leader 
ran into difficulties.
